The ino<h<s npiraiuli is brieliy this: The 
maiden laily sends for the managers and 
ijiformshim -if ht-i- wishes.

A cigar seRer In this city, says, ( -hicago 
Herald, says that not one man in a dozen 
knows anything about the cigars he is 
smoking, and liill smoke a five cent cigar 
with as much enjoyment as a fifteen cent 
one, provided he thinks the five center a 
high-priced cigar. The label on a cigar 
box Dflis a great deal to do with making a 
pigar popular, and the quotation, "a rose 
wpnld smell as sweet by any other name," 
does notm>t hold cood in this instance^ as 
customers generally eo back on a cigar 
w^n the l|ibe^ oa a Dox li^ ebf nged. It 



does no good for the clei'k to ex.)]ain and 
ex]iristuh>te, the label is chaiitred and the 
cigar has lost its attractions- The stealing 
of Cuban manufacturers' labels by Ameri- 
can manufacturers was caused by this 
simple fact. 2so matter how good a cigar 
was maide by home niannfactnrers, they 
f iuinl that they were over-JoM l)y inferior 
grailes of cigars which bore fureigu brHuds. 
They adopted the foreign labels, thene- 
fore, and imiijediatoly their home manu- 
factured cigars sprang into deserved popu- 
larity. 

The high toned smokiuii public merely 
wanted name. It pleased a young blood 
more to go into a cirgar st'_»re and demand 
a " Flora^' and a " Fuma tie Delecte" than 
to ask for a " Squashtown Regalia," or 
" St. Louis Domestic." In nine cases out 
of ten a straight fifteen cent domestic 
ciynr is far superior to an imported arti- 
cle of equal price, but von can't argue that 
with the general run of cnstomers. Among 
these Hebrews, as a class, are the best 
judges and sn^okethe finest articles. The 
Hebrew customer is much prize- 1, and no 
cigar dealer who enjoj^s their favor is in 
any danger of going into bankruptcy. 
Gamblers are as a rule smokers of the 
finest goods, but they are easterners very 
erratic, owing to the different ciianges of 
fortune they experience. For weeks and 
weeks a member ol the fraternity may 
present himself at the same cigar 
counter and smoke his twenty -five cent 
cigars. Suddenly some day he aj^peara. 
and savs he is tired of the brand he will 
try a nickel cigar. The clerk asks no ques- 
tions and in a short tisiie he returns to 
hit twe^ty^five cent W6e4fl.

A RECENT calculation has has been made 
as to the cost of cnrryhit.' wheat to marljet 
by rail and water, and l>y water only. 
From Kansas City to Liverpool it costs 
but lifty-two cents to carry a bushel of 
wheat by rail to New York and water to 
Liverpool. The cost by the water route, 
the Missouri, the Mississippi and the ocean 
is only thirty cents, thus showing a sav- 
ing in cost of transportation ol twenty-two 
cents, which oui,'ht to go into the pockets 
of Western farmers.

Nearly two years-aji^o, as I had ag^reed 

to feed the horse of a relative at fivo 
o'clock a. in., so thai the ainiiial would 
be ready for scrvico at half-rast six, 
and as the stable was located at a dis- 
tance of half a mile from my n^siidence, 
I constriK'te<l n rude but ellic ient device 
to aid in feedino: the horse precisely 
at five o\'h)rk every morninj? without 
the preseiiee of any ]ier«»on (not patent- 
ed nor patentable. ) At one side of tne 
stall, I hung a lid with hinjjes over the 
top of the small lee*l niantjer. ()n'3 
end of the lid extendeil about a foot in- 
to the feed room. To make the end 
of the lid iu the feed room In-avy 
enough to go down and thu.s open the 
manger, a piece of iron was attached 
to th<' end of the lid making that end 
in the le«'d room aW iut one i)o«md heav- 
ier tliun the part ot tlie lid that coveretl 
the man^r. An alarm clock was then 
placc'l in a eu]»ha: <1, tu-tencd to the 
side of the wall in the feed room, and 
a half inch hole was bored up through 
the bottom of the ou))boaril and through 
the bottom of th«! t-lovk case diri'cUy 
beneath tlie large wheel of the alarm 
searing. Then a small wire, about as 
large a.s a coarse hor««\ hair, was at- 
tached to the heavier end of the lid to 
the manger, while a long loop was 
made at the other en<l of the wire. At 
evening I fed tln^ horse his evening 
meal in his proper manger, and put- 
iAng the mens for mornin^^ in the other 
mnnffer, tlie looped end ot the wire was 
put through the hole in the bottom of 
the clock case, Uldtbe loop was hooked 
on one of the teel^ br co^ of the large 
wheel. The wire was made just l-uig 
enough to hold up the heavier end of 
the lid in a horizontal position, thus 
closing the manger. The moment the 
alarm wheels started, at five o'clock, 
the wire loop slipped otf the cog and 
the lid of the manger opened and stood 
erect, so that tlie horse could eat. This 
rude device never failed to open the lid 
predsely at the a])pointed hour. I could 
feed the horst; with absolute certainty 
at any other hf)ur, though I were two 
hundred miles away from the stables 
One clock would open half a dozen lids 
as well as one.--S no E'Uvarda Todd,
